The apple buying season should be 


at its height but this year very few 
apples are being sold. 
The market 


conditions for the buying do not seem 
to be good and the fruit growers would 
be compelled to take a very small sum 
for their apples. 
Many causes are 


said to be contributing to this condi- 
tion, the principal one being the Eu- 
ropean War. The crop of apples in 
this country has been estimated to be 
equal to the crop of two years ago 
when three million barrels of apples 
v/ere exported to foreign 
countries. 


When this exportation is almost prac- 
tically closed it would become neces- 
sary to find a home market for the 
excess. 
Unquestionably there 
are 


many small places that have been 
without the apple to any large extent 
and they could be exploited to a very 
large consumption, but the great, prob- 
lem in this direction is how this ex- 
ploiting shall 
be done. The 
fruit 


growers have not been in touch with 
the exploiting of new markets. They 
nave been selling to the cold storage 
people who have been finding 
the 


markets, aud the latter seem to be in 
the position of being unwilling to pay 
good prices for apples and at the same 
time assume the expense of finding 
new markets and new v. ays of exploit- 
ing the apple market. This is an un- 
usual condition and one not likely- to 
occur again for many years for it is 
to be hoped that, another gigantic war 
at. the present one is never going to be 
possible again, at least for many many 
years. 


The fruit growers are not, however. 


leic without a way out. for the great 
cold storage plants have not shut their 
dc-or^ to tne apple. They are as anxi- 
ous as ever to do bu£in=-~i and for the 
the farmer thij. year instead of the 
n.:iple buyer as has already beea the 
ca&e. The farmer win be able to con- 
sign his crop to the cold storage peo- 
ple and assume, the ribks and take the 
•chances. The risks may be that the 
price of the barrel, picking, hauling. 
fr&fahi and. storaee may consume the 
value of his crop and he may have 
v*ry little proSt from his orchard. On 
the other hand events may .happen 
suddenly, the'war may 1/e over as 
quickly as it be~?.a and the markets 
of the world may he opened and Things 
to eat go with a rush, to Europe. In 
sr.ch event the chances are that the 
supply would not be equal to the de- 
inand and the price of apples would 
j;o soaring and ihe profits would be 
larger than ever nefore. 


The larger fruit grower? may nra<*tl- 


cally have no o:her alternative than 
TO consign their apples 10 the cold stor- 
nce man and awai* developments and 
this course is not entirely one without 
hope. While from across the waters 
ccaie expressions :hat the war is a 
bitter one to be fought TO a finish, yet 
never in the history of the world has 
there

fed and cared for. and this presents a 
cigantic problem.

There is no pre- 
cedent in the history o- the world for 
taeh grizantic expenditure:? cf nien and 
money nor similar experience to indi- 
cate how long nations can stand such 
enormous drain?. Some disaster or 
mishap might compel the combatants 
to sue for peace, or tlie destruction of 
the fleet of one imgh;. ir.r.ke the seas 
I erfeetly safe for the carr;> ing of food 
fc'jppHes.

A HINT TO DR. BRUMBAUGH. 


Some imaginative editor has put forward the suggestion that School- 


master Brumbaugh is being groomed for President against Schoolmaster 


Wilson in 1916. 


The suggestion brings to mind many interesting parallels, but chief 


among them is one that goes back to the campaign of Woodrow Wilson to 
be Governor of New Jersey. It will be recalled that when Woodrow Wil- 
son first entered upon that epoch-making campaign in New Jersey, men 
were suspicious. 
An earnest-minded progressive, George L. Record, de- 


termined to end the doubt as to Wilson's sincere devotion to the ideals of 
progressive government for which he professed to stand. Record address- 
ed a letter to Wilson, demanding categorical answers regarding his rela- 
tions with certain political leaders who, for purposes of their own, were 
professing to support Wilson. 


It was a crisis in Wilson's career, but he arose to the occasion as 


ea«ilv and as naturally as he has met every other problem that he has con- 
fn-ont-d in the last five years. Without 
evasion, 
without 
equivocation, 


and without hesitation, he answered every one of Record's inquiries cate- 
goricallv and emphatically. 
He declared his opposition to the system for 


which some of his sponsors stood: he openly announced his determination 
to use the power of his office, if elected, to drive out of leadership in Nexv 
Jer«ev politics, and in New Jersey government, the forces which had so 
long dominated it. and the leaders which had brought it into discredit- 
some of them of his own party.

On the same day, .March 28, 19J2, re- 


corded on page 242 of the Senate Jour- 
nal of that date, an amendment was 
offered by Senator Lea, providing that 
no veteran should receive a pension 
from the Government who was in re- 
ceipt of an income of $2400 or more 
per year. The amendment passed by 
the narrow margin of two votes. .Mr. 
Pen rose, the great friend of the veter- 
an soldier, voted against it. The pur- 
pose of ihe amendment was to turn a 
greater amount of Federal aid iu the 
direction of the old soldiers who were 
needy and necessitous. Its object was 
to more liberally pension the poorer 
soldiers by taking away the Govern- 
ment allowance from the rich. Some 
$15,000,000 or $20,000,000. it was esti- 
mated, would be taken from those who 
did not need it and given to those who 
did need it. By the vote of Mr. Pen- 
rose, he favored taxation of carpen- 
ters, blacksmiths and preachers, in the 
name of patriotism, to pay large pen- 
sions to men who were already in such 
good condition financially that they 
were twice as well off as the average 
head of the family in the United Stats.
